Glouster and Nelsonville, where

the foundation of the world." Ignor- 
ance of God's Plan is to be expected of 
the world, but the true people of God 
have the promise of His special in- 
struction so that they need not be in 
darkness respecting the Divine Pro- 
gram. 


Our world for six thousand years 


has been the battle field between the 
forces of light and darkness, truth and 
error, 
righteousness 
and 
sin; 
the 


Prince of Darkness, otherwise styled 
the "Prince of this world.'V has led his 
forces in person, and has controlled 
the masses and is still controlling 
them.

Sowing Follows Reaping. 


The reaping work of the Jewish Ag 


merged into the sowing work of th 
Gospel Age as the invitation to be 
come joint-sacriflcers with Jesus was 
extended to those having hearing ears 
amongst nations aside from the Jews 
For eighteen centuries this sowing 
work, with "harrowing" experiences tux 
various cultivations, has been In prog 
ress.

and future conditions. We know that

Cardinal to the great republic. Con- 
jecture has been busy as to which 
archdiocese 
would be honored of 


those presided over by Archbishops 
Farley, Ireland, Quigley and O'Con- 
nell. 


"Unable to appoint all four, tho 


Pontiff chose New York, and Boston, 
the archbishop of each of these two 
archdioceses being distinguished for 
conspicuous services and loyalty to 
the Holy See, and each with a dio- 
cese containing about 1,000,000 of 
the best Catholics in the world. 


"But Pius X. has not stopped here 


in his desire to honor the American 
church, as he has raised to the carcli- 
nalate Mgr. Falconio, who is a nat- 
uralized American citizen and glories 
in the fact. 


Thus the United States will have 


four Cardinals, three governing dio- 
ceses and the fourth destined to be 
called to Rome to help the Pope in 
the 
central 
government 
of 
the 
church." 


The Tribuna commenting on the 


announcement points out the pic- 
ponderance of American Cardials as 
compared with Canada, which is still 
without a red hat. and with Latin 
America, with only one, 
Cardinal 
Cavalcanti, of Brazil. 


Cardinal Vincenzo Vannutelh has 


expressed himself as delighted with 
the Pope's decision. 
Cardinal Van- 


nutelli, after the Eucharistic Con- 
gress at Montreal in 19:10, visited the 
United States, and on his return to 
Rome, made a eulogistic report to 
the Pope with reference to the con- 
dition of Catholicism in America and 
the extraordinary influence and pres- 
tige of the Archbishops there 
He 


urged the necessity of giving the 
greal republic an adequate represen- 
tation in tho sacred college. 


Speaking of tho coming appoint- 


ments the Cardinal said that indeed 
he would have desired tho appoint- 
ment of even a greater number ol 
American cardinals than 
three, in 


order to give representation to the 
West. 


"But" ho concluded, "this will he 


for another time." 


Cardinal Marlinelli, prefect ot the 


congregation ol rites since he 
left 


Washington, has suggested tho ad- 
visability ol creating Ameiican car- 
dinals 
Ho said today. 


"The United States had to wait for i 


tinie for the honor, but finally 


tlie Pope has given it in a thorough 
manner." 


To add solemnity to the honor con- 


ferred upon America, the Pope, in- 
stead of having the new cardinals 
coire here for the consistory in No- 
vember will send them the rod bi- 
retta by special delegations, each 
composed of a Monsignor-among the 
papl and private Chamberlains, ac- 
companied by a noble guard.. 


The new cardinals later will come 


to Rome to receive the red hat from 
the hands of the Pope in a consistory 
to he held early in 1912. 


The appointment of Mgr. Falconio 


will render the apostolic delegation 
at Washington vacant, and this al- 
ready has resulted in much discus- 
sion legarcling Mgr. Falconio's suc- 
cessor. 
Those mentioned as 
most 


likely to receive this appointment in- 
clude Mgr. Stagni, apostolic delegate 
to Canada, who is well acquainted 
with the United States, where he re- 
sided for a time; Mgr. Agius, papal 
delegate in the Philippines, wheie'he 
proved his sympathy for the United 
States in co-operation with the Am- 
erican officials, and Mgr. Aversa, En- 
voy Extra-ordinary 
to 
Cuba, who, 


through a long residence in Cuba and 
Porto Rico, has come into frequent 
contact with America and American 
people. 


The list includes Mgr. Prior, for- 


merly of Beda College for Anglo- 
American affairs, who is hers now as 
judge of the Rome 
Tribunal; the 


Most Rev. Father Denis Schiller, for- 
merly Minister-General of the Order 
ot Friars, Minor, but lately appointed 
a titular archbishop, and finally Mgr. 
Kennedy, rector of the American col- 
lego in Rome, against whom might 
mihtate the fact that he is an Amer- 
ican. 


OFKICI ATj NOTIFICATION. 


Washington, Oct. 
30.—Mgr. Fal- 


oonio, papal delegate to the 
United 


States, today received formal notice 
from Rome that he has been created 
a caidinal. This was the first official 
confirmation of the elevation of Fal- 
conio to the cardinalate.
